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OUR FRONTISPIECE 


FRANK KELLER WALTER

Meet Frank Keller Walter! To meet 
him is a stimulating experience, for even 
with the passing greeting there is always the 
quizzical smile, the twinkling eye and the 
flash of wit. 

Many indeed, have had the pleasure of 
this passing salutation. Some thousands 
were fortunate enough to sit in his class- 
rooms. But for me there has been for al- 
most four decades, the richness of Frank 
Walter’s friendship. This began in Albany 
in the New York State Library, where we 
were young librarians and young husbands, 
both ambitious to make good in both mo- 
mentous undertakings. 

Because Mr. Walter has recently retired 
(or in his own words “was retired’’) from 
the librarianship of the University of Minne- 
sota, I will write first of the diversions now 
made possible by new and unaccustomed

leisure. He keeps a desk at the University 
Library, where he is trying to catch up with 
all the jobs for which he did not have time 
when on active duty. Revision of books 
previously published with the help of notes 
accumulated over many years is his idea of 
retiring. He is at work on a history of the 
Library of the University of Minnesota and 
spends mornings cataloging a private collec- 
tion small in number of books, but every 
book a great rarity. 

What does he do around home? Always 
a handy man about the house, he finds 
much to do in these days of labor shortage. 
His flower and vegetable gardens have been 
life-long recreations. Hence, at a dinner 
given in his honor on his retirement, Theo- 
dore C. Blegen, Dean of the University of 
Minnesota Graduate School aptly could 
pay this -tribute.* 

“Mr. Walter is distinguished for his ver- 
satility. He is not only a great librarian, 
but also a resourceful gardener. If, un- 
happily, he must retire as a librarian, it is 
pleasant to think that, like the fruit-grower 
in Voltaire’s ‘Candida,’ he will go on culti- 
vating his garden. It is no ordinary garden. 
In imagination I see Mr. Walter hard at 
work in it during his retirement — hoeing 
the bibliographies, weeding the periodicals, 
cultivating the manuscripts, spading the 
bed of printing and book-making, pruning 
the incunabula, spraying the fast-growing 
plants of humor and wit, and planting bons 
mots and repartee so that he will never lack 
fresh and green rows. I see him tending 
the mutilated plants—the plants with 
leaves torn out — and even growing a bed 
of statistics (a very small bed, however). 
The garden will keep him busy, but finally 
even with his zest and energy, he will grow 
weary of cultivating it, and then his agile 
mind will recall Thomas 4 Kempis, and he 
will say to himself, ‘Everywhere I have 
sought rest, and found it not, except sitting 
apart in a nook with a little book.’ . . . And 
then his eyes will half close and a panorama 
of twenty-two years as librarian of the 
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University of Minnesota will pass before his 
memory.” 

Mr. Walter led the University Library 
through two decades. He saw the books 
quadruple. He moved the Library into 
a new, spacious, modern-equipped building. 
He won for it international fame among 
scholars as a center for study and research 
in many fields, notably that of Scandinavian 
history and culture. 

“In a survey published by Mr. Robert B. 
Downs in the Library Quarterly for July, 1942, 
Minnesota was awarded eleventh place in 
a group of thirty-two libraries of all kinds 
selected for special mention because of the 
richness of their collections. In the literary 
field it was credited with special strength 
in English Literature (particularly of the 
seventeenth century), American literature 
(especially early periodicals, fiction prior 
to 1850, and Scandinavian Americana), and 
the literatures of Germany, France, and 
Spain. It was ranked high in United States 
history (especially of the Northwest) and 
also in the history of Latin America, Eng- 
land (particularly of the seventeenth cent- 
ury), and Germany. It was also rated high 
in medieval history, World War I, and 
genealogy. Among the social sciences the 
following fields were cited as worthy of 
special comment: sociology, political science 
(especially public administration and local 
government), international law and re- 
lations of the Far East, law, economics, and 
public finance. 

“In almost all of the pure sciences Minne- 
sota was ranked high, but special commenda- 
tion was given to physics, chemistry, 
chemical technology, biochemistry, geology, 
botany, mycology and plant pathology, 
zoology, entomology, genetics, anthropology 
and ethnology, bacteriology, and psychol- 
ogy. Among the applied sciences, those 
particularly mentioned were engineering, 
agriculture, forestry, soil science, and veteri- 
nary medicine.” * 

Mr. Walter not only loves fine and rare 
books, he also collects them. He has an 
excellent collection of the works of early 
American humorists. What a combination it 
would be if, with his wit and humor and 
scholarship, he would write a book on the 
history of American wit and humor. I hope 
he will. Mr. Walter is also a connoisseur 
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of fine printing and bookbinding. His 
courses on these subjects made enthusiasts 
of many of his students. 

And this brings me to another of Mr. 
Walter’s great contributions, the training 
of young men and women for librarianship. 
His rapid-fire greeting on entrance into the 
class room was most useful as a “rouser.” 
Sluggish spirits were instantly “alerted” and 
all became open to the instruction which 
followed. A rich vocabulary, wide ranging 
allusions to the great men and events and 
books of all ages plus their skilful correlating 
to the current scene, always made his lectures 
a rewarding experience. From the store- 
house of his memory, a liberal education 
was given free with the courses required for 
the library science degree. 

Mr. Walter writes honestly and well. 
His books include: “Abbreviations and 
technical terms used in book catalogs and 
in bibliographies,” 1912; ‘Library printing,” 
1923; ‘‘Periodicals for the small and medium- 
sized libraries,” 1939; “The Library’s own 
printing,” 1934; and, in joint authorship with 
H. B. Van Hoesen, “Bibliography; practical, 
enumerative, and historical,” 1928. In joint 
editorship he helped put out two volumes, 
“Modern drama and opera,” 1911-15. 

In referring to the many periodical articles 
from his pen, we must again use the ad- 
jective wide-ranging. There are practical 
contributions on library binding, buildings, 
cataloging, curriculum, fugitive material, 
furniture, inter-library loans, lighting, print- 
ing, metal book stacks, safeguarding rare 
and expensive books, and (note this char- 
acteristically worded title), ‘A poor, but 
respectable relation, the Sunday School 
library.” 

Various Who’s Whos furnish the bio- 
graphical data given here in brief. He was 
born near Point Pleasant, Pennsylvania, 
on July 23, 1874, of ‘Pennsylvania Dutch” 
stock. A.B. and A.M. degrees from Haver- 
ford College, and B.L.S. and M.L.S. from 
the New York State Library School, of 
which he was Vice Director from 1908 to 
1919. University of Minnesota as librarian 
in 1921, after service in the Forbes Library, 
Northampton, Mass., the Brooklyn Public 
Library, the New York State Library, and 
the General Motors Corporation Library. 
Visiting lecturer at the Library Schools of

the Universities of Michigan, Illinois, and 
Wisconsin, and of the College of St. Cather- 
ine, and Director of the Division of Library 
Instruction, University of Minnesota, from 
its beginning, in 1928, until his retirement. 
Reading between these dry lines, one per- 
ceives where, but not how, Mr. Walter de- 
veloped his learning and his interest in books, 
libraries, and people. 

Mr. Walter belongs not only to his pro- 
fessional organizations, but to many others 
which match the breadth of his interests. 
Starting with a Phi Beta Kappa key, he 
has been admitted also to the English 
Library Association, Medieval Society of 
America, Gutenberg Gesellschaft, Academy 
of Science, Bibliographical Society of Amer- 
ica, American Institute of Graphic Arts, 
Ampersand Club of the Twin Cities, For- 
eign Policy Association, and others. Honors 
and responsibilities have come to him in the 
presidencies of the Association of American 
Library Schools, the Association of College 
and Reference Libraries, the New York and 
the Minnesota Library Associations. The 
American Library Association has recog- 
nized him on its Council, and on its Executive 
Board, and on many committees, notably 
the Editorial. 

It would take volumes as many and as 
varied as Mr. Walter’s own to tell all about 
him. We will conclude with the hope that 
he may be spared many years, so that his 
pen may encompass the literary tasks laid 
out and his friends and former students may 
yet have many happy meetings. Au Revoir!

PART IV 
F. THE JEW 


Expelled from England in 1290, the Jews were not legally permitted to return until 1656. For long years 
after their readmission their rights remained circumscribed; toleration and equality came about gradually and 
grudgingly. After the consummation of Catholic Emancipation in 1829, a Jewish Emancipation Bill was 
drafted designed to admit English Jews to full British citizenship. This was finally passed in 1858. In 1866 
the admission of Jews to either House of Parliament was legalized, and in 1871 the University Test Act became 
law throwing open degrees and appointments in the universities to all, regardless of creed. 

The persecutions of the Jews in Russia led to a great Jewish exodus, the stream of which flowed partly into 
the United Kingdom. As a consequence, in the years following 1881 and 1890 not only did the numbers of the 
Anglo-Jewish population increase, but its character changed. Previous to 1880 the Jews of England had been 
mainly of English birth; of those who had come from abroad German, Austrian, and Hungarian Jews predomi- 
nated. During the last years of the century these relative proportions underwent a change and the Jews of 
Russia and East European origin predominated in Anglo-Jewry. The change was economic as well as racial. 
Since the newcomers included a large proportion of workingmen, their presence aroused fear lest their competi- 
tion depress the standards of the English working classes. Hence arose a movement for the control and 
restriction of alien immigration into England.
